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Continuation of 10. Other: In view of Applicant's remark for reconsideration of the finality of the rejection of claims 1-15 and 20-22, the 
request is not persuasive and the finality of the rejection is maintained. For example, the extent formating again is taught by Miller as he 
discloses the storage controller 108 translates between the logical view of the host 102 and a physical view of data that pertains to actual 
addresses, EXTENTS.tracks, sectors, cylinders and the like (column 3, lines 43 et seq.); Miller further discloses the extended remote 
copy system (column 1, lines 35 et seq.);the magnetic disk drive storage 114 having larger physical disk format than the host 102 data 
format. The user data sector field and a backup indicator field for indicating the status of the user data sector field are equivalently 
taught as metadata 116 having backup list 120, pointer set list 122, accumulator indicator 123 and update map 121 comprising of bit 
map which represents subpart of the backup dataset, wherein the bit status for indicating whether the change accumulator 130 contains 
any updates affecting said subpart (e.g. see column 7, lines 49 et seq.).. 
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
